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NOT enough 
thought is given to 
the human angle 
when planning 
urban develop¬ 
ment. 

This is the view of 
Bruce Hartnett, 22, a 
graduate in civil en¬ 
gineering at Mel¬ 
bourne University. 

Bruce has won a Shell 
scholarship worth up to 
$ 10 , 000 . 

He will leave for Eng¬ 
land later this year to 
study for a doctorate at 
the school of Urban 
Studies at London Uni¬ 
versity. 

“I hope to do my doc¬ 
torate on the satelite 
cities or new towns in 
Britain,” Bruce said. 

“Mainly because Aus¬ 
tralia will be involved in 
the construction of new 
towns over the next 20 
years.” 

Bruce said that town 
planners, civil engineers 
and architects ‘shared a 
large part of the respon¬ 
sibility for the abysmal 
failure of the Housing 
Commission. 

“They become wrapped 
in multi-storey construc¬ 
tions. They just don’t 
think of the people who 
live inside these mon¬ 
sters and the homes 
they destroy to construct 
them. 

“They have no training 
in sociology, so there’s 
no real understanding of 
how forces, other than 
environment, act on 
people,” Bruce said. 

“They have no way of 
determining what the 
values of their clients 
are and how they should 
best plan to satisfy 
these values. 

“And the major ele- 

i- 


ment in urban planning 
is the human problem.” 

Bruce lives in one of 
the Carlton houses 
which the Housing Com¬ 
mission wants demol¬ 
ished and replaced with 
high-rise flats. 

“People are being 
forced to sell out and 
live in m u 11 i -s t o r ey 
ghettoes ” he said. 

“But, the homes they 
live in now are sound, 
comfortable and archi¬ 
tecturally unique.” 

Bruce said that the 
Commission: 

•Exercised its exten¬ 
sive powers to destroy 
people’s homes after a 
cursory external inspec¬ 
tion. 

• Failed to pay com¬ 
pensation which would 
meet the costs of com¬ 
parable housing. 

• Offered substitute 
accommodation that was 
unsuitable for family 
life. 

Bruce said the urban 
problem was “partly a 
problem of size. 

“The fact there will be 
ZVi million people in 
Melbourne in 15 years 
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time. It’s also a problem 
of transport. 

“But, mostly its a 
problem of whether the 
urban environment is 
satisfying to the people 
who live in it. 

“The urban environ¬ 
ment,” he explained, 
“consists of the educa¬ 
tional, recreational, so¬ 
cial work and travel op¬ 
portunities for people” 

Bruce said that 
throughout his course he 
had always been worried 
about being a design or 
construction engineer. 

“Towards the end of 
my course, I felt I 
wanted to be a planning 
and management en¬ 
gineer, 

“This quite naturally 
led on to urban plan¬ 
ning," he said. 

“For the first time, I 
had a really genuine in¬ 
terest in what I was 
studying. 

“Previously, I found 
myself in a boring, 
technically - orientated 
course.” 

Bruce said he believed 
he could make a “fairly 
substantial” contribution 
to solving urban prob¬ 
lems. 

“Engineers are practical 
people. They are aware 
of the problems, but also 
the limitations in any 
construction solution.
